STATE PLUMBING LAW 


(This is the first of a series of 
artic'cs regarding the State plumb- 
ing law, published at request of the 
Michigan Division of Plumbing). 

ACT 226, P. A, 1929 

An uct to provide for the licensing 
of plumbers, the supervision and in- 
spection of plumbing and the adop- 
tiun and enforcement of minimum 
standards therefor by the state coin-
